BIOGRAPHIES 


Sara Galli is a PhD Candidate in Italian Studies at 
the University of Toronto, where she also teaches 
Italian-language courses at the undergraduate 
level. Galli’s research focuses on Medieval literature 
(specifically, Dante) with particular attention on how 
it has been a referral work during the centuries 
for those who were teaching Italian literature and 
language. 

Paolo Frasca is a PhD Candidate in Italian Studies 
and Sexual Diversity Studies at the University of 
Toronto, also teaching Italian-language courses 
at the undergraduate level. Frasca is working on 
queer Italian literature and thought. His dissertation 
is tentatively titled The Importance of [not] Being 
Ernesto: Self-Censorship and Self-Expression in 
Umberto Saba.

Sara Maida-Nicol holds a Bachelor of Music in 
Voice Performance from the University of Toronto 
and a Master of Arts in Italian from Middlebury 
College. While in graduate school, she studied 
at the Universita’ degli studi a Firenze, where 
she became interested in linguistics and culture. 


This interest led her to pursue a PhD in Linguistic 
Anthropology at the University of Toronto, giving 
her the opportunity to integrate the various areas 
of her expertise into an overall anthropological- 
semiotic analysis of the phenomenon of Italian 
language in music. 

Maida-Nicol’s early graduate work was devoted 
to the field of Italian Linguistics and Dialectology 
where she had the privilege of working with 
distinguished experts including Umberto Eco, 
Marcel Danesi, Tullio De Mauro and Giulio Lepschy. 
Her first publication, a book on Italian Dialectology 
co-authored by Gianrenzo Clivio and Marcel 
Danesi, and published by Lincom Europa, was also 
the first of its kind available in the English language. 
She has since published a handful of scholarly 
articles on diverse aspects of Italian language and 
culture, as well as encyclopedia entries and texts 
in anthropological linguistics. She also sat on the 
editorial boards of the academic journals Semiotica 
and Cultura e Cominicazione from 2010-2013. 

Currently, Sara Maida-Nicol teaches the Italian 
Vocal Repertoire and Italian language at both the 
University of Toronto and the Royal Conservatory’s 
Glenn Gould School while remaining active as a 
freelance lecturer and Italian language coach.
